and the third day ofthe 5th Moneth 1664. our ftriznds were 
peaceably Aſſembled together ar their uſual Meeting place ac 
Horſly Down in Southwark, to wait upon God and to Worſhip 
bim, where a ſervant of the Lord was declaring the truth-to the 
people,at which time thete'came a* ompany of arm'd Souldiers 
very rudely into the OS as they paſſed in chrough the 
Entry, one of them ſhot of his Muſquet up into the Houſe, and ; 
the Bullet went rhrough ſeveral Sealings and came very near a 
Cradle where a Child uſe to lie : And afterwards they halled 
friends out of their Meeting, and brought them before three 
called Juſtices, (»-z.,) fohn browfic/d, Joby {.exchall, and Geo-ge 
Moore, who proceeded againſt them (according as is provided 
(in the aforeſaid AR againſt ſuch who under pretence of Reli- 
Sious Worſhip do contrive InſurreRions) although its well 
known to moit p:ople in this Nation, that we are no ſuch peo- 
ple, that in our Meetings uſe ſuch prafices, but have oft given 
a publick teſtimony againſt chem - ſo becauſe friends could nor 
for Conſcience ſake pay the ſeveral Fines (which was five 
pounds a piece) which they unjultly impoſed upon them, they 
were to the number of 7 of them committed co the + hue Lion 
prifon in S»echwa k,there to remain without Bail or main prize 
tor the ſpace of three Moneths.
